NOVELTY IN WINDMILLS. 


Portable One Invented For l>*« on 


the Frnirte*. 


Instead of using animal power in 


driving the various machines which 
are used on a farm a western inventor, 
Mr. Amos Wallace, has conceived the 
idea of making the wind do his farm 
work for him. Stationary windmills 
are common enough, but a portable 
windmill is surely a novelty that mer- 
its more than passing notice, and a 
portable windmill it is that Mr. Wal- 
lace uses, says the Scientific American. 


The contrivance is mounted on a low 


four wheeled wagon which can be 
readily hauled to and from the field. 
On this wagon a stout framework is 
erected at each end- 
The upright 


frameworks are provided with bearings 
to receive the' shafts of wind wheels 
It will be observed that^tho frame- 
works are stiffened and securely sup- 
ported by a system of braces. 


Each wind wheel shaft carries a 


sprocket, connected by a chain with a 
small sprocket, journaled in a stand- 
ard, which is carried In the center of 
the wagon. The central sprocket shaft 
is litti :1 with a pulley which receives 
a diJving belt. Obviously the belt can 
be slipped over the pulley of any farm 
machine which is intended to he driven.

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Mobility of Ether. 


Physicists have concluded that the 


earth in its motion does "not drag the 
ether along with it, and thus each body 
on the earth's surface, in virtue of its 
motion with the earth, is traversed by 
a stream of ether. The question thus 
arifces, Does light travel through such 
a body with the same speed along the 
stream of ether as It does against it or 
across it? The experiments of Michel- 
son and Morley in America lead to an 
affirmative answer as regards air. 
Lord Kayleigh in England has obtained 
the same answer as to liquids and is 
now engaged on a research in respect 
to the corresponding phenomena relat- 
ing to solids. 


An Old Englitih Superstition. 


Attention has been called to the sur- 


vival of folklore in rural parts of Eng- 
land by evidence given in a stabbing 
case tried at the Essex assizes.

The strange point about this case was 
that the conviction of the murderess 
\vns secured mainly owing to tho in- 
discretion of the parish priest. Almost 
immediately after tho murder tho wo- 
man, to case her conscience, went to 
confession and detailed her crime to 
tiie horrified priest. lie was so over- 
come that, forgetting his oath and tbo 
Inviolable sanctity of the confessional, 
he that evening related what he had 
heard.

thorities, and tho culprits were arrest- 
ed. But for the priest's involuntary 
!x>trayal of his sncred trust impunity 
was assured to them, for everybody 
had believed their story that the old 
woman had fallen Into the lire, as old 
women often do.

icy to put tbe alfalfa on land which 
had previously grown clover, these two 
plants being relatives in the legume 
family.

and a eoRBequently small shank where 
it was attached to the stalk, thus mail- 
ing the corn easy to husk by band. The 
Introduction of the corn harvester 
makes bud work with this kind of corn, 
the ears being so easily knocked off by 
the operation of the machine^ New 
things always beget new troubles.

?C per acre. We can only answer him 
In a very general way, for so much de- 
pends upon the specific character of 
the iwrticular tract of land which he 
might select. On the face of it th? Mis- 
souri proposition would seem to be tbe 
most attractive. There he would find 
a mild climate, a corn country, fruit of 
all kinds easily procured, a short win- 
ter feeding season for stock. On tbe 
other hand. It's pretty far south for a 
Scandinavian, and he might find the 
fever and ague and some old fashioned 
poky ways of doing things which he 
would not like. The Kansas proposi- 
tion we should regard as altogether too 
risky for this poor man, who seeks 
hind fcr the purpose of cultivating It In 
crops. Xorthwest Kansas is more of a 
stock country than anything else, and 
he would be sure In his contest vith 
drought and hot winds to be discour- 
aged in the effort to raise ordinary 
crops. The cutoff pine lands of north- 
ern Wisconsin and Minnesota offer 
many inducements for a man situated 
as our friend is. He will there find cli- 
matic conditions of a Scandinavian 
type, plenty of rain in summer and a 
heap of snow and cold weather in win- 
ter. He will find If he properly selects 
his land a soil which while extremely 
rough and unpromising In its natural 
state still one which will produce 
splendid crops of grass and all cereal 
grains except corn. Locating there 
with his limited means, he will have 
about ten yeors of life In the wilder- 
ness before he reajly comes Into tbe 
promised land. If we "were in his place, 
we would look at Missouri first, Wis- 
consin next and let northwest Kansas 
alone. 


The writer was well acquainted with 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson, a home mission- 
ary who for years worked among the 
native tribes of Alaska. It was largely 
through' his agency that the govern- 
ment was induced several years ago to 
make an experimental shipment of rein- 
deer from Siberia to Alaska* This has 
proved to be a great success, these ani- 
mals very readily adapting themselves 
to and thriving well under Alaskan con- 
ditions. The small herd imported has 
now grown to a very large one, and the 
reindeer bids fair to solve the problem 
of internal transportation for that coun- 
try.

THE TIMBER LOT. 


We are asked what varieties of tim- 


ber a man should plant who wishes to 
start a ten acre timber lot upon a prai- 
rie farm. We do not know that the 
following would be the best way, but 
it is the one which we would adopt if 
we were going to plant such a grove. 
In a word, the trees would "be set out 
eight feet apart each way. The trees 
would be alternately of the hard and 
soft wood varieties, the plan being to 
remove all of the soft varieties as soon 


s the bard wood trees needed the 


ground. For soft wood we would plant 
soft mnple alone, this being a far more 
valuable wood and more easily worked 
up than any of the other rapid" growing 
varieties of timber. For hard wood we 
would plant largely of white ash, larch, 
with some hard maple, hackberry and 
black walnut. At the end of ten years 
from time of planting most of the soft 
wood may be removed, and a fine 
grove of hard wood timber will occupy 
the ground. If you want such a grove, 
keep the cattle out of it. The hogs 
may be allowed to run in it, bat should 
not be fed or herded in it. We, would 
belt it on the outside with n TOAV of 
Scotch or white pine set sixteen feet 
apart in tho row and twenty-five feet 
from the timber Anyhow, don't plant 
the grove wholly of box elder and cot- 
tonwood, for when you have such a 
grove you may have a shelter beJt, and 
that is about all. 


THE WINTER APPLE. 


All through the west and northwest 


the suoject which creates the greatest 
interest at the different horticultural 
meetings Is the development of a hardy, 
productive winter apple of good quali- 
ty. New seedlings of not a little prom- 
ise are coming to the front each year, 
liberal premiums being offered for such 
•is promise the qualities desired. This 
territory is now amply supplied with 
varieties of excellent quality, unques- 
tionable hardiness and adaptability, 
covering a period from July until 
Christmas, and really no new varieties 
need be sought for this season. But the 
apple which may be kept .under ordina- 
ry cellar conditions until May is not 
yet fully decided upon, if it exists at 
all. Two varieties which possess this 
keeping quality—the Malinda and the 
Northwestern Greening—now take tbe 
lead, the latter giving very much prom- 
ise of being the kind of apple sought 
for, with the exception that it seems to 
be a slow and shy bearer.

taining and conserving the melting 
snows and the spring rains.

NATOBE RESTORES FERTILITY. 
It Is interesting to watch the process 


by which nature restores lost fertility 
to the soil. II the conditions are not 
too bad, she will speedily cover the sur 
face of the earth with either grass or 
timber. These in their growth and de- 
velopment, feeble at first, for lack of 
nutrition, gradually restore the lost hu- 
mus to tbe soil, the trees furnliblng 
leaves and decaying wood aud the 
grass the yearly decaying growth for 
the same purpose. It is a slow process, 
but one which works continuously to- 
ward the restoration of fertility. Where 
the soil is so poor that neither grass nor 
trees will grow, nature will have some 
form of crude vegetable life to acco>. 
pllfih in almost a pathetic manner the 
same end. It is worth noting that all of 
nature's efforts In tbis direction are nc 
compllshed by living organisms nnt' 
that she never works with a bare and 
barren surface. 


Tbe camierles of tbe west are now 


making thfdr contracts for the crop of 
sweet corn for 3903. The price being 
paid Is $5 per ton, which makes It a 
very profitable crop to grow. The yield 
in extreme cases i* as much as seven 
tons per acre. To this should be added 
one and a half tons of choice fodder 
and the fuitber fact that the crop is in 
no sense exhaustive of the soil. 


A lady who this year raised over 300 


ducks, whose husband kicked a good 
deal because, as he said, 1he birds ate 
their -heads off, made him make1 out n 
bill for the food consumed and was 
able to pay the bill and have $10 left 
from tlie sale of the feathers which she 
picked from the ducks before she sold 
them. She then sold the dressed prod 
uct for $150, no part of which the stin- 
gy old man had the nerve to ask for, or 
would have got if he had asked. 


We have one or two inquiries about 


epeltz as a crop. Like other crops, this 
one has its place determined largely bj 
the question of latitude and rainfall, 
We do not think that where wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and corn can be sue 
cessfully grown there is any place for 
it. It is especially fitted for the semi 
arid sections of the west and north 
west, where tbe rainfall averages from 
ten to fifteen inches. It withstands 
drought and the hot winds better than 
any of our common cereals and pro 
duces a crop of equal feeding value 
with oats. 


The American tariff on agrlcultura 


machinery, primarily supposed to pro- 
mote the upbuilding of factories for 
the production of such machinery in 
this country, is having exactly an op 
posiie effect, so far as Canada Is con 
cerned.

In preference to selling and investing 
the proceeds in some other form of ja- 
vestment. Farm land will neither l,urn 
up nor be lugged off and for all time to 
come is bound to be most valuably Of 
all assets. 


A very common mistake in the plant- 


ing of gro%es of timber around the 
pr.iirie farm homestead is to have the 
belt of timber too narrow and too nea • 
the premises. In such a case it opet.atcs 
to catch the drifting snows and becc)ines 
almost a nuisance. This might b«> en- 
tirely prevented by planting another 
row or two of trees out away front the 
grove at a distance of fifteen or t 
rods. 


Some of our most successful fetters 


are coming to the conclusion that a 
steer may be more economically nnd 
profitably fed by mixing his grain ra. 
lion with his roughage, the claim being 
made with reason that this manner of 
feeding secures a more thorough an(i 
pei feet mastication and assimilation of 
the ration.
